To  all  to  whom  these  presents  shall  come 
greeting  : 
WHEREAS  a  treaty  of  peace  and 
fiiendfliip  was* definitively  arranged  and 
concluded  between  die  United  States  of 
America,  reprefentcd  by  William  Eaton 
and  James  Leander  Cathcart,  efquires, 
commiflioners  for  that  purpofe  fpccially 
appointed,  and  the  molt  illuftrious  and 
moll  magnificent  Bey  and  Government  of 
Tunis,  which  treaty  is  in  the  following 
■words,  to  wit : 

(translation.) 

\  GOD  IS  INFINITE. 

*  UNDER  the  aufpices  of  the  greatefl, 
the  moft  powerful  of  all  the  princes  of  the 
Ottoman  nation,  who  reign  upon  the 
earth,  our  moft  glorious  and  noil  auguft 
emperor,  who  commands  the  two  lands 
and  the  two  feas,  Selim  Khar.,  th«  v\<  feo- 
rious  fon  of  the  fultun  Muitafa,  whofe 
realm  may  God  profper  until  the  end  of  a- 
ges  ;  the  fupport  of  kings,  the  feal  of  juf- 
tice,  the  emperor  of  emperors. 

The  moft  illuftrious  and  moft  magnifi- 
cent prince  of  Hamauda  Pacha,  JJey,  ywho 
commands  the  Odgiak  of  Tunis,  the  a- 
L  bode  of  happinefs,  and  the  moft  honored 
V  Ibrahim  Bey,  and  Soliman,  Aga  of  the 
Janiffaries,  and  chief  of  the  Divan,  and 
all  the  elders  of  the  Odgiak  ;  and  the  moft 
diftinguifhed  and  honored  prc'.ident  of  the 
congrefs  of  the  United  States  of  Ameri- 
ca,  the  moft  diftinguifbed  among  thofe 
who  profefs  the  religion  of  the  Meihah,  of 
whom  may  the  end  be  happy. 
•  »        We  have  concluded  between  us  the 
\  prefent  treaty  of  peace  and  fiiendfliip  ; 
*all  the  articles  of  which  have  been  fra- 
med by  the  intervention  of  Jofeph  Ste- 
phen Famin,  French  merchant,  refiding 
at  Tunis,  charge  d'affairs  of  the  United 
States  of  America  :  which  ftipulations 
and  conditions  are  comprized  in  twentv- 
thrae  articles,  written  and  expreffed  in 
fuch  manner  as  to  leave  no  doubt  of  their 
contents,  and  in  fuch  way  as  not  to  be 
contravened. 

Art.  1.  There  (hall  be  purpctual  and 
conftant  peace  between  the  UnitedStates 
\  of  America,  and  the  magnificent  Pacha, 
f     Bey    of  Tunis  ;    and    alfo  permanent 
I  friendfliip,  which  (hall  more  and  more  in- 
\  J"  creafe. 

I,  Art.  2.  If  a  veffel  of  war  of  the  two 
^  nations  !hall  make  prize  of  an  enemy  vef- 
fel, in  which  may  be  found  effects,  pro- 
perty and  fubjeets  of  the  two  contracting 
parties,  the  whole  [hall  be  rcftored  :  The 
Bey  fliall  reftore  the  property  and  fub- 
jeets of  the  United  States  and  the  latter 
mall  make  a  reciprocal  reftoration  ;  it 
being  underftooj  on  both  fides,  that-  the 
juil  right  to  what  is  claimed  fliall  be  pro- 
ved. 

Art.  3.  Merchandize  belonging  to  any 
jaf     nation  which  may  be  at  war  with  one  of 
™     the  contracting  parties,  and  loaded  on 
loard  of  the  velfel  of  the  other,  (hall  pafs 
without  moleftation  and  without  any  at- 
tempt being  made  to  capture  or  detain  it. 

Art.  4.  On  both  (idea  fufHcient  paff- 
ports  fhall  be  given  to  veffels,  that  they 
may  be  known  and  treated  as  friendly  ; 
and  considering  the  dillancc  between  the 
two  countries,  a  term  of  eighteen  months 
is  given,  within  which  term  relpeet  (hall 
be  paid  to  the  faid  paiT^rts,  without  re- 
quiring the  confrs,  or  docum-'Ht  (which  at 
Tunis  13  called  tefta)  but  after  the  ftiid 
term,  the  etmge  fliall  beprefented. 

Art,  5.  If  the  corfairs  of  Tunis  fliall 
meet  at  lea  with  ihirjsofwar  of  the  Uni- 
ted States,  having  under   their  efcort 
merchant  veffels  of  their  nation,  thev  fliall 
jfe^  not  be  fearched  or  molefted  ;  and  in  fuch 
Wf  cafe,  the  commanders  fliall  be  believed 
Unon  their  word ;  to  exempt  their  fliips 
,   from  being  vifited  and  to  avoid  quaran- 
tine :  The  American  (hips  of  war  fhall 
at  in  like  manner  towards  merchant  vef- 
*fcls  efcortedby  the  corfairs  of  Tunis. 
*V     Art.  6.  If  a  Tuniiian  corfair  fhall  meet 
-with  an  American  merchant  veflel,  and 
Bull  vif.t  it  with  her  boat,  flie  fhall  not 
exact  any  thing,  under  pain  of  being  fe- 


vcrelv  punifhed  5  and  in  like  manner,  if 
a  Veflel  of  war  of  the  U.  S.  fliall  meet  with 
a  Tuniiian  merchant  veffel,  ihe  liiall  ob- 
fervethe  fame  rule.  In  cafe  a  Have  fliall 
take  refuge  on  board  an  American  vef- 
fel of  war,  the  con  fa  1  fliall  be  required  to  . 
caufe  him  to  he  reftored  :  &  if  any  of  their 
prifonera  fliall  efcape  on  a  Tuniiian  veflel  | 
they  fitall  be  reftored.:  But  if  any  flave  I 
fliall  take  refuge  in  any  American  mer- 
chant veffel,  and  it  fhrdl  be  proved  that; 
the  veffel  has  departed  with  the  faid  flave  : 
then  he  fliall  be  returned  or  his  ranfom  | 
fliall  be  paid. 

Art.  7.  An  American  citizen  having! 
purchafed  a  priae  veflel  from  our  Odgiak, 
mi)  fail  without  pal";  port,  which  we  Willi 
deliver  for  the  term  of  one  year;  by] 
force  of  which  our  corfairs  which  may: 
meet  with  her,  fhall  refpect  her;  the  I 
conful,  on  hia  part,  (hall  furnifh  her  with  ; 
a  bill  of  fale,  and  confidering  the  di  fiance  j 
of  the  two  countries,  this  term  fliall  fuf- 
fice  to  obtain  a  paffport  in  form:  but  af- 
ter the  expiration  of  this  term,  if  ourcor-v 
fairs  fliail  in  jet  with  her  without  the  pafl- 
port  of  the  United  States,  flie  fliall  be 
flopped  and  declared  good  prir.e,  as  well 
the  velfel  as  the  cargo  and  crew. 

Art.  8.  If  a  veffel  of  one  of  the  con- 
tracting parties  fliall  be  obliged  to  enter 
into  a  port  of  the  oilier,  and  may  have 
need  of  provifions  and  other  articles,  they 
ihall  be  granted  to  her  without  any  dif- 
ficulty, at  the  price  current  at  that  place  ; 
and  if  fuch  a  veffel  ihall  have  fuffered  at 
fea,  and  Hi  *  1 1  have  need  of  repairs,  flic 
ihall  be  at  liberty  tounload  ar.d  re-load  her 
cargo,  without  being  obliged  to  pay  any 
duty;  and  the  captain  Ihall  pay  only  the 
wages  of  thofe  whom  he  fliall  have  em- 
ployed as  well  for  the  unloading  of  the 
goods  as  for  their  re-loading. 

Art.  9.  If  by  accident  and  by  the  per- 
miflion  of  God,  a  veffel  of  one  of  the  con- 
tracting par  iu-s  fliail  be  cafe  by  temped 
upon  the  coats  of  the  other,  ami  fliall  be 
wrecked,  or  otherwife  damage.!,  the  com- 
mandant of  the  place  fliall  render  all  pof- 
fible  r.fUtance  fori' 3  preservation, . with- 
out  allowing  any  perfon  to  make  any  op- 
polition  ;  ard  the  proprietor  cf  the  ef- 
fects fliall  pay  the  cods  of  falvagcto  thofe 
who  may  have  been  employed. 

Art.  10.  In  cafe  a  veflel  of  one  of  the 
contracting  parties  fliall  be  attacked  by 
an  enemy,  under  the  cannon  of  the  forta 
of  the  other  party,  flie  fliall  be  protected  & 
defended  as  much  as  poffible  ;  and  when 
he  fliall  fct  fail,  no  cnemv  (hall  be  per- 
mitted to  pur  ft  e  her,  from  the  fame  port, 
or  any  other  neighbor  port,  for  48  hours, 
after  her  dcprrlure. 

Art.  11.  When  a  veffel  of  war  of  the 
United  Stales  of  America, Ihall  come  into 
the  port  of  Tunis,  and  the  conful  fhall  re- 
queft  that  the  caitlc  may  falute  her,  the 
number  of  guns  fnail  be  fired,  which  he 
fliall  requeft  ,-*and  if  the  faid  conful  does 
not  wifli  a  falute,  there  (hail  be  no  quefti- 
011  about  it.  But  in  cafe  he  fhall  deflre 
the  falute, and  the  number  of  guns  he  fliall 
have  rcqueted  fhall  have  been  fired,  they 
fliall  be  counted,  and  for  them  the  veffel 
Ihall  deliver  an  equal  number  of  barrels 
of  cannon  powder.  The  fame  fliall  be 
done  with  refpect  to  the  Tuniiian  corfairs 
when  they  Ihall  go  into  any  port  of  the 
United  States. 

Art.  12.  When  the  citizens  of  the  U- 
nited  States,  come  within  the  dependen- 
cies of  Tunis  to  carry  on  commerce,  the 
fame  refpect  fhall  be  paid  them  as  the 
merchants  of  other  nations  enjoy;  and  if 
they  delire  to  cftablifh  thcmfclves  within 
our  ports,  no  oppofiiion  fliall  be  made ; 
and  they  fliall  be  free  to  avail  theinfelves 
of  fuch  interpreters  a3  they  may  judge 
neccflary,  without  any  obftacle  thereto, 
in  conformity  to  the  ufages  of  ether  nati- 
ons ;  and  if  any  Tuniiian  fubject  goes 
to  eftablifli  himfelf  within  the  dependen- 
cies of  the  United  States,  he  fhall  be  trea- 
ted in  the  fame  manner.  If  a  Tunifian 
fubject  fliall  freight  an  American  veffel, 
and  fliall  load  her  with  merchandize,  and 
he  fhall  afterwards  wifli  to  unlade  it,  or 
(hip  the  fame  on  board  another  veffel  we 
will  not  permit  him,  until  the  matter  fliall 
be  decided  bv  merchants,  who  fliall  make 
an  award  thereon  which  fliall  be  couciu- 
five.  No  captain  fliall  be  detained  a- 
gainfthis  will  in  port,  except  in  the  cafe 
of  our  ports  being  ihut  for  the  veffels  of 
all  other  nations  ;  which  may  extend 
to  merchant  veffels,  but  not  to  thofe  of 
war. 

The  fubjeets  of  the  two  contracting 
parties  fliall  be  under  the  protection  of 
the  prince,  and  under  t&t  co:u:nand  of 


the  chief  of  the  place  where  they  mav 
be,  and  no  other  perfon  fliall  have  autho- 
rity over  them. — If  the  commandant  ot 
I  he  place  does  not  de  mean  himfelf  accor- 
ding to  juftice,  rcprefentations  concern- 
ing the  fame  Ihall  be  made  to  us.  In  cafe 
the  government  fliall  have  need  of  an  A- 
merican  merchant  veffel,  it  fliall  caufe 
it  to  be  freighted,  and  then  a  fuitalle 
freighy  mail  be  paid  to  the  captain  agree- 
able to  the  intention  of  the  government, 
and  the  captain  fhall  net  refufe  the  fame. 

Art.  13.  If  among  the  crews  of  merch- 
ant vefJeJS  of  the  United  States,  there 
fliall  be  found  fubjeets  of  cur  enemies, 
they  Ihall  not  be  made  flaves,  on  conditi- 
on, that  they  do  not  exceed  a  third  of  the 
crew  ;  and  when  they  do  exceed  a  third 
they  Ihal!  be  made '.laves  :  The  prefent 
article  only  concerns  the  failort,  and  not 
the  paffengers,  who  fhall  not  be  in  any 
manner  molefted. 

Art.  14.  A  Tunifian  merchant  who 
may  goto  America  with  a  veffel  of  any 
nation  whatsoever,  laden  with  merchan- 
dize, being  the  productions  of  the  kingdom 
of  Tunis  fliall  pay  duty  (fmall  as  it  may 
be)  like  the  merchants  of  other  nations  : 
and  the  American  merchants  fhall  c.;ua^- 
ly  pay,  for  the  merchandize  of  their  coun- 
try, which  they  fliall  bring  to  Tunis  un- 
der  their  flag,  the  fame  ciuty  which  the 
Tunifian  fhall  pay  in  America.  But  if  an 
American  merchant  or  a  merchant  of  u- 
ny  other  nation  ihall  import  merchandise 
of  America,  under  any  other  flag,  he  fliall 
pay  a  duty  often  percent;  in  like  man- 
ner, if  a  foreign  merchant  mall  import 
merchandi?e  of  his  country  under  the  A- 
merican,  flag,  he  (hall  alfo  pay  ten  per 
cent. 

Art.  15.  It  fhall  be  free  to  the  citizens 
of  the  United 'States,  to  .carry  on  what 
commerce  they  pleafe  in  the  kingdom  of 
Tunis,  without  any  oppofition,  ar.d  they 
(hall  be  treated  like  the  merchants  of  o- 
ther  nations,  but  they  fliall  not  carry  on 
commerce  in  wine,  nor  in  prohibited  ar- 
ticles ;  and  if  any  one  fha'.l  be  detected 
in  a  contraband  trade,  he  fhall  be  punifh- 
ed according  to  the  laws  of  the  country. 
The  commandants  of  ports  and  caftles 
fhall  take  care  that  the  captains  and  fail- 
crs  fhall  not  load  prohibited  articles  ,  but 
if  this  fhould  happen,  thofe  who  ihall  not 
have  contributed  to  the  fmugling  fhall  not 
be  molefted  nor  fearched,  no  more  than 
the  velfel  and  cargo  ;  but  only  the  offen- 
der, who  fliall  be  demanded  to  be  punifli- 
ed.  No  captain  iiiali  be  obliged  to  re- 
ceive merchardize  on  board  of  his  veffel, 
nor  to  unlade  the  fame,  againft  his  will 
until  his  freight  fliall  be  paid. 

Art.  16.  The  merchant  veffels  of  the 
United  States,  which  fhall  cat  anchor  in 
the  road  of  Goulatte,  or  any  other  port  of 
the  kingdom  of  Tunis,  fliall  be  obliged  to 
pay  the  fame  anchorage  for  entry  andde-  I; 
parture,  which  French  veffels  p.>y,  to  wit,  Ij 
Seventeen  piafters  and  an-half,  money  of  j! 
Tunis,  for  entry,  if  they  import  merchatfi  '] 
dize,  and  the  fame  for  departure,  if  the}*  j! 
take  away  a  cargo  ;  but  they  fliall  not  be  |j 
obliged  to  pay  anchorage,  if  they  arive  in 
ballaft  and  depart  in  the  fame  manner. 

Art.  17.  Each  of  tlie  contracting  par- 
ties fliall  be  at  liberty  to  eftablifli  a  conful 
in  the  dependences  of  the  other  ;  and  if 
fuch  Conful  docs  not  act  in  conformity 
with  the  ufages  of  the  country,  like  oth- 
ers, the  government  of  the  place  fliall  in- 
form his  government  of  it,  to  the  end  that 
he  may  be  changed  and  replaced  :  but  he 
fliall  enjoy  as  well  for  himfelf  as  his  fami- 
ly and  fuite,  the  protection  of  the  Govern- 
ment ;  and  he  may  import  for  his  own 
ufe  ai!  his  provilions  and  furniture,  with- 
out paying  any  duty  ;  and  if  he  fliall  im- 
port merchandise  (which  fliall  be  lawful 
for  him  to  do)  he  fliall  pay  duty  for  it. 

Art.  18.  If  the  fubjeets  or  citizens  of 
either  of  the  contracting  parties,  being 
within  the  poifeflions  of  the  other,  con- 
tract debts  or  enter  into  obligations  nei- 
ther the  Conful  nor  the  nation,  nor  any 
fubjeets  or  citizens  thereof,  fhall  be  in  a- 
ny  manner  refponfible,  except  they  or  the 
Conful  fliall  have  previoufly  become  bound 
in  writing,  and  without  this  obligation 
in  writing,  they  cannot  be  called  upon 
for  indemnity  or  fatisfaction. 

Art.  19.  In  cafe  of  a  citizen  or  fubject 
of  cither  of  the  contracting  parties  dying 
within  the  poffefiions  of  the  other,  the 
conful  or  the  vekil  fliall  take  poflelhon  of 
his  effects  (if  he  does  not  leave  a  will)  of 
which  he  fhall  make  an  inventory  :  and 
the  government  of  the  place  fliall  have  no- 
thing to  do  therewith  :  and  if  there  fliall 
be  no  conful,  the  effects  fliall  be  depoftted 


in  the  hands  of  a  confidential  perfon  of  the 
place,  taking  an  inventory  of  the  whole, 
That  they  may  eventually  be  delivered  to 
thofe  to  whom  they  of  right  belong. 

Art.  ap.  The  conful  fliall  be  the  judge 
in  all  difpQte»&etween  all  oilier  perfons 
who  maybe  immediately  under  his  pro- 
tection; and  m'all  cafcsSvhcrein  he  ihall 
require  the  aflillance  of  the  government 
where  he  rehdes  to  fancfion  Ins  decifions, 
it  fliall  be  granted  to  him. 

Art.  ai,  If  a  citizen  or  fubject  of  one 
of  the  parties  fliall  kill,  wound  or  ftrike  a 
citizen  or  fubject  of  the  other,juftice  fhall 
be  dor.c  according  to  the  laws  of  the  coun- 
try where  the  offence  fliall  be  committed : 
The  conful  fliall  be  prefent  at  the  trial  ; 
But  if  an  offender  fliall  efcape,  the  conful 
fliall  be  in  no  manner  refponfible  for  it. 

Art.  22,  If>v,d  ifpute  or  law  fuit,  or 
commercial  or  other  civil  matter,  fhall 
happen,  the  trial  fliall  be  had  in  the  pre- 
fence  of  the  conful,  or  of  a  confidential 
perfon  of  his  choice,  who  fliall  reprefent 
him,  and  endeavor  to  accomodate  the  dif- 
ference, Which  may  have  happened  be- 
tween the  citizens  or  fubjeets  of  the  two 
nations. 

Art.  23.  If  any  difference  or  difpute 
fliall  take  pl*ce  concerning  the  infraction 
of  any  arti;:le  of  tbe  prefent  treaty,  on  ei- 
ther lide,  peace  and  good  harmony  fhall 
not  be  interrupted,  until  a  friendly  appli- 
cation fliall  have  been  mr.de  for  i'atisiact- 
ion  ;  and  rtfort  fliail  noe  be  had  to  arms 
therefor,  except  where  fuch  application 
(ball  have  been  rejected;  and 'if  war  be' 
then  declared,  the  term  of  one  year  fliall 
be  allowed  to  the  citizens  or  fubjetts* T>£ 
the  contracting  parties,  to  arrange  their 
afiairs  and  to  withdraw  themfeives  with 
their  property. 

The  agreements  and  terms  above  con* 
eluded  by  the  tv/o  contracting  parties* 
fhall  be  punctually  obferved,  with  the  \.  ill 
of  the  moft  high:  and  for  the  mainten- 
ance and  exact  obfervance  of  the  faid  a-« 
greements,  we  have  caufed  their  contents' 
to  be  here  traufcribed,  in  the  month  of 
P.ebia  Elul  of  the  Kegira  one  thoufand 
two  hundred  and  twelve,  con  efpending 
with  the  month  of  Auguft,  of  the  Chrilti- 
an  year  one  thoufand  fevtn  hundred  and 
ninety-feven.

(Riofcard  O'BrienTeing  abfent)  have  con- 
cluded on  and  entered  in  the  foregoing 
treatv  certain  alterations  in  the  eleventh, 
twelfth,  and  fourteenth  articles,  and  da 
agree  to  faid  treaty  with  faid  alterations  ; 
reserving  the  fame  nevertheless  for  the  fi- 
nal ratification  of  the  Prefldent  of  the  U- 
nited  States  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
confent  of  the  Senate:  In  teftimony 
whereof  wc  annex  our  names  and  the 
Conful ar  feal  of  the  United  States.  Done 
in  Tunis  the  twentv-fivth  day  of  March 
in  the  year  of  the  ChViftian  Era,  one  thou- 
fand feven  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  and 
of  American  Independence  the  twentv- 
third.

Resolved,  That  it  appears  to  the 
houfe,  that  a  perfon  calling  him'.elf  Jcr.a- 
than  Robbins,and  claiming  to  be  a  citizen 
of  the  United  States,  imprefl'ed  on  board 
a  Britilh  (hip  of  war,  was  committed  for 
t  ial  i  i  .me  of  the  courts  of  the  United 
States,  for  the  alledged  crime  of  piracy 
and  murder,  committed  on  the  high  leas, 
on  board  the  Britifh  frigate  Hermione. 
That  a  requilition  being  fubfequent  to 
fuch  commitment,  made  by  the  Britifli 
minifter  to  the  executive  of  the  United 
States,  for  the  delivery  of  the  faid  perfon 
(under  the  name  of  Thomas  Nafh)  as  a 
fugitive,  under  the  aift  article  of  the  trea- 
ty with  Great  Britain,  the  prefident  of 
the  United  States  did, by  a  letter  written 
from  the  department  of  date,  to  the  judge 
who  committed  faid  perfon  for  trial,  ohi- 
cially,  declare  his  opinion  to  the  faid 
judge  that  he  "confrdered  an  offence  com- 
mitted on  board  a  public  lhip  of  war,  on 
the  high  feas,  to  have  been  committed 
within  the  jnrifdielion  of  the  nation  to 
whom  me  belongs,"  and  in  co •ifequence 
of  fuch  opinion  and  mitruction*,  didadvife 
and  requeft  the  faid  judge  to  deliver  up 
the  perfon  fo  claimed,  to  the  agent  of 
Great  Britain,  who  ihould  appear  to  re- 
ceive him,  provided  only  that  the  ftipula- 
ted  evidence  of  his  criminality  fliould  be 
produced.  That  in  compliance  with  fuch 
advice  and  requeft  of  the  prefident  of  the 
United  States,  the  faid  perfon  fo  commit- 
ted for  trial,  was  by  the  judge  of  the  dif- 
trict  of  South  Carolina,  without  any  pre- 
fentment  or  trial  by  jury,  or  any  invefti- 
gation  of  his  claim  to  be  a  citizen  of  the 
United  States,  delivered  up  to  an  ofircer 
of  his  Britannic  majefty,  and  afterwards 
tried  by  a  court-martial,  and  executed  on 
a  charge  of  mutiny  and  murder. 

Rl  90JLVED,  That  inafmuch  as  the  con- 
ftitution  of  the  United  States  declares 
that  the  judiciary  power  lliall  extend  to 
all  queftions  aiding  under  the  conftitu- 
tion,  laws  and  treaties  of  the  United 
S.  and  to  all  cafes  of  admiralty  and  mari- 
time jurifdiiYion,  and  alfothat  the  trial  of 
crimes  (except  in  cafes  cf  impeachment) 
fhall  be  by  jury  ;  ar.d  fuch  trial  {hall  be 
held  in  the  ftate  where  fuch  crime  fiiall 
have  been  committed,  but  when  not  com- 
mitted in  any  date,  then  at  fuch  place  or 
•places  as  congrefs  may  by  law  have  di- 
rected ;  and  inafmuch  as  it  is  directed  by 
law,  that  the  offence  of  murder,  commit- 
ted on  the  high  feas,  (hall  be  deemed  pi- 
racy and  murder,  and  that  "the  trial  of 
all  crimes  committed  on  the  high  teas,  or 
in  any  place  out  of  the  jurifdiction  of  any 
particular  ftate,  lliall  be  in  the  didri'l 
where  the  offender  is  apprehended,  or  in- 
to which  he  may  be  firft  brought," — 
Therefore  the  feveral  queftions,  Whether 
the  adjudged  crime  of  piracy  and  murder 
was  committed  within  the  exclufive  jurif- 
diclion  of  Great  Britain  ?  Whether  it 
comes  within  the  purview  of  the  faid 
twenty-feventh  article  ;  and  whether  a 
perfon  ftating  that  he  was  an  American 
citizen,  and  had  committed  the  act  of 
which  lie  was  accufed,  in  attempting  to 
regain  his  liberty  from  illegal  imprifon- 
ment,  ought  to  be  delivered  up,  without 
any  investigation  of  his  claim  to  citizen- 
fhip,  or  enquiry  into  the  facts  alledgedin 
his  defence — are  all  matters  excluftvely 
of  judicial  enquiry,  as  arifmg  from  trea- 
ties, laws,  conftitutional  provifions,  and 
cafes  of  admiralty,  and  maritime  jurifdic- 
tion. 

That  the  decifion  of  thofe  queftions  by 
the  prefident  of  the  United  States,  againit 
the  iurlfdicVion  of  the  courts  of  the  Uni- 
ted States,  in  a  cafe  where  thofe  courts 
had  already  affumed  and  exercifed  jurif- 
diclion  :  and  his  advice  and  requeft  to 
the  judge  of  the  diftrift  court,  that  the 
perfon  thus  charged  fliould  be  delivered 


up,  provided  only,  fuch  evidence  of  his 
criminality  fliould  be  produced  as  would 
jufrtfy  his  apprchcnfion  and  comm'nmcnt 
for  trial,  are  a  dangerous  interference  of 
the  executive  with  judicial  decifions ; 
and  that  the  compliance  with  fuch  advice 
and  requeft  on  the  part  of  the  judge  of 
tiie  diftriet  court  of  South  Carolina,  is  a 
facrif.ee  of  the  conftitutional  independ- 
ence of  the  judicial  power,  and  expofes 
the  adminiftration  thereof  to  fufpicicn 
and  reproach. 

The  ciucftion  of  reference  to  a  commit- 
tee of  the  whole  houfe,  was  taken  and 
carried — Ayes  55. 

A  meflage  v.-.-.-.  «  ived  from  the  prefi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  informing  the 
houfe  that  he  had  this  day  approved  and 
frgned  "An  aid  to  fufpend  in  pail,  an  a6t 
to  augment  the  army  of  the  United  States, 
and  for  other  purpofes."

SCARCITY     IN  IRELAND. 

By  a  proclamation  of  his  excellency, 
the  lord  lieutenant  and  privy  council" 
the  (hipping  and  export  of  potatoes,  corn 
or  grain,  ground  or  unground,  meal,  malt, 
flourj  bread,  bifcuit,  ilarch,  and  hair  pow- 
der, are  ftrjctly  prohibited  until  the  29th 
September,  1800 — and  a  bounty  of  10s, 
per  barrel  on  the  firft  40,000,  and  5s  on 
the  next  20,000,  barrels  of  wheat,  is  of- 
fered on  the  import  from  foreign  coun- 
tries, and  fold  in  market.  The  free  im- 
port of  all  corn,  from  all  duties,  is  ah 
di reeled  by  the  fame. 

A  proclamation  of  the  fame  date. 
Nov.  1 1,  prohibits  the  making  or  vending 
any  fpecies  of  bread,  except  '1  >ufehold or 
brown  bread,  and  ftrictly  forbids  the  ma- 
king or  faleof  any  bread  within  this  king- 
dom, whether  under  the  title  of  bread, 
cakes,  rolls  or  muflins,  or  any  other  deno 
minationof  a  finer  quality,  higher  prig 
or  lower  aflize,  than  common  houfehpld 
bread,  until  further  orders.

The  company 
retain  Seringapatam  &  Mangalore;  This 
partition  has  been  ratified  by  the  Nizam, 
and  appears  to  be  no  ways  difagreeable 
to  the  inhabitants  who  thus  change  maf- 
ters.  The  new  fovereign  of  the  Myfore 
has  been  inftalled.
